Next Tuesday when you go to vote 
(you are going to vote aren’t you?) 
you not only will be voting on a 
president and several statewide of­ 
fices, but you will also be voting on 14 
am endm ents to the T exas Con­ 
stitution. 
Elsewhere in this edition we have a 
story on these amendments along 
with a brief outline of the arguments 
being presented for and against each 
of them by both their supporters and 
their opponents. 


Out of the 14 amendments we feel 
that nine of them should be approved, 
four defeated and one we can take or 
leave. Those we favor are I, 2, 3,. 8, 9, 
IO, ll, 12 and 13. And we oppose 4, 5, 6 
and 14. The one we can take or leave 
is Amendment 7. 
Amendment 7 is being called The 
Equal Rights for Women Amendment 
but is an amendment to the Bill of 
Rights in the Texas Constitution that 
provides that equality under the law 
shall not be denied or abridged 
because of a person’s sex, race, color, 
creed, or national origin. 
While 
a 
great 
many 
woman’s 
organizations are campaigning hard 
for this amendment most who oppose 
do so on the grounds that it is point­ 
less because the 14th Amendment to 
the United States Constitution and 
The Civil Rights Act have already 
taken 
care 
of 
this 
m atter 
of 
discrimination. 
We suppose that if you feel that 
people need even more protection 
from discrimination then you should 
vote for this amendment. 
Out of 14 there is one that should be 
approved without question. This is 
number 2 and it is purely local in 
nature. The people of Lamar County 
want to do away with their hospital 
disjrict but they have to have the 
approval of the rest of the state to do 
so. 
Four of the amendments deal with 
salaries and term of office. Amend­ 
ment number I calls for an increase 
in the salaries for members of the 
House and Senate from $4,800 to 
$8,400. With the Legislature meeting 
as much as it does it is hard to call 
serving in the Senate or Legislature a 
part-time job. It is hard to have 
honest government when you don’t

offices, and 14 amendments to 
the Texas Constitution in either 
the

Gymnasium or the Hamlin City 
Hall, depending on where they 
live. 
The West box 
(Precinct 30) 
will be voting in the Public 
School Gymnasium at 245 S. W. 
Second 
with 
Miss 
Lennie 
Greenway serving as election 
judge. The East box will vote at 
the City Hall with A. B. Carlton 
serving as judge. The City Hall 
will be closed for business on 
that date. 
There will be no contested 
races on the ballot at the county 
or 
precinct 
level 
with 
Democratic candidates being 
unopposed but there will be a 
number of races at the state and 
national level. 
The ballot for the general 
election 
is 
com plex, 
with 
candidates 
listed 
for 
four 
parties and 14 amendments to 
the T exas Constitution, in ­ 
cluding one which could result 
in a whole new constitution. 
The 
D em ocratic 
and 
Republican parties are joined 
on the ballot this year by the

Democrats have candidates 
all places on the ballot while the 
R epublicans have only six 
places.

The Regular Session of the 
62nd L eg islature subm itted 
fourteen 
joint 
resolutions to 
amend the Constitution that will 
be voted on at the General 
Flection on November 7. 1972. A 
simple majority of those voting 
in that election on these p ar­ 
ticular issues w ill make them a 
part of the Texas Constitution. 
Some of the proposals are local 
in nature and rather minor in 
consequence; others, however, 
are rather broad in scope and 
would constitute major changes 
in our fundamental law 
A M EN D M E N T NO. I 
Amending Article III, Section 
24, of the Texas Constitution to 
provide annual salaries of $84<MI 
for m em bers of the Senate and 
House of R epresentatives. 
This proposal increases the 
annual salary of members of 
the Texas 
Legislature 
from 
$4900 to $8400 No changes are 


made in the mileage or per 
diem allowances. Up until 1960 
members of the 
Legislature 
V ere compensated on the basis 
(rf a per diem for the number of 
days they were actually 
in 
session 
The 
most 
recent 
amendment to the Constitution 
was adopted in 1960 writing in a 
$4800 annual salary, with a 
limitation of $12.00 per diem for 
expenses while actually in 
session. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that $4800 is insufficient 
to compensate a legislator for 
the time he must spend in the 
protracted regular and num ­ 
erous called sessions that our 
complex state government now 
calls for 
Opponents claim that it is a 
part time job, that it should not 
be compensated on an annual 
basis and our resources have 
sufficient drain on them now 


without adding an additional 
cost in legislative salaries. 
A M EN DM EN T NO. 2 
Amending Article IX. Section 
6 of the T exas Constitution to 
abolish Lam ar County Hospital 
District. 
This proposal 
is 
local 
in 
nature and abolishes the Lam ar 
County Hospital District and 
authorizes the Commissioner s 
Court of that county to provide 
for the transfer or disposition of 
assets 
of 
the 
district. 
The 
Lamar County Hospital District 
was 
created 
in 
1960 
under 
authority 
of 
constitutional 
amendment and operated for a 
time; however, several years 
ago it ceased operation and 
privately owned facilities are 
now being used for hospital care 
in Lamar County.

A m en d in g 
A r tic le 
X V I.

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Section til of the Texas Consti­ 
tution 
to 
require 
the 
Com­ 
m issioner’s 
Courts 
in 
all 
counties of the state to com­ 
pensate all justices of the peace 
on a salary basis beginning 
January I. 1973. 
This proposal would require 
all justices of the peace to be 
co m p ensated on an annual 
salary basis rather than on a fee 
basis. 
The Constitution 
now 
requires all justices of the peace 
in counties of 20.000 population 
or more to be compensated on a 
salary basis. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argu e 
that 
this 
would 
discourage the “speed tra p ’’ 
image 
now 
associated 
with 
some justice courts and would 
probably d isco urage routine 
appeals to county courts from 
justice courts compensated on a 
fee basis. 
Opponents of the amendment 
argue that doing away with a 
fee 
basis 
will 
d isco u rag e 
diligent justices of the peace 
and will make them dependent 
upon the commissioner’s court 
which provides their salary. 
AMENDMENT NO. I 
(■ranting 
authority 
to 
the 
L egislature 
to establish 
a 
constitutional revision com ­ 
mission which would report its 
recommendations no later than 
November I, 1973 and providing 
that m em bers of the 63rd 
L egislature would then 
be 
convened in January. 1974, in a 
constitutional convention to 
serve lid days for the purpose of 
drafting a new constitution for 
submission to the voters of 
Texas. 
The proposed am en dm ent 
would add an authorization for 
the 63rd Legislature to establish 
a 
constitutional 
revision 
commission. The commission 
would report to the Legislature 
not later than November I. 1973 
and the Legislature would then 
be convened in January, 1974 
for the porpose of drafting a 
new constitution or revising the 
current constitution for sub­ 
mission 
to 
the 
voters. 
The 
commission would be allowed to 
sit through May 31. 1974 and 
could extend its life for 60 days 
beyond that 
date. The only 
restriction as to subject m atter 
would be that the existing Bill of 
Hights must be retained in full 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that there is a real need 
for a more workable basic law 
which 
would 
requ ire 
less 
periodic revision and since the 
Legislature has always been 
entrusted with the function of 
p ro p o sin g 
c o n s titu tio n a l 
changes, the Legislative body is 
the logical choice for respon­ 
sibility in the preparation of a 


new or revised constitution. 
Opponents of the amendment 
arg ue 
th at 
constitutional 
reform should not be through a 
new do cu m en t but through 
revision 
of 
the 
existing 
document and the convention 
called for has a totally new 
constitution 
as 
a 
possible 
alternative. Opponents further 
argue that revision is not a 
legislative job and should stem 
directly from the people by 
delegates to a constitutional 
convention 
elected 
by 
the 
people and responsible to them. 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 
A m ending 
Article 
M IL 
Section 2 relating to a 
tax 
exemption on certain property 
owned by disabled veterans to 
provide that exemptions which 
would range from $1500 to $3000 
to he made on a graduated scale 
based on the percentage of 
veterans disability. 
Proponents of the amendment 
say that persons disabled in 
m ilitary serv ice should be 
com p en sated 
for 
their 
sacrifice, that the tax exemp 
lions proposed are a token and 
subject to strict limitations and 
the loss in revenue would be 
negligible, that the amendment 
is permissive and the necessary 
details of administration could 
be 
spelled 
out 
by 
the 
Legislature which could also 
revoke the exemptions should 
the need arise. 
Opponents of the amendment 
say 
that 
com pensation 
of 
disabled veterans is a federal 
m atter 
and 
that 
there 
are 
already adequate and generous 
programs available to disabled 
veterans and school districts 
and local governments should 
not be deprived of any tax 
sources. 


AMENDMENT NO. 6 
Amending 
Article 
VHI, 
Section lh of the Texas Con­ 
stitution to provide that various 
political 
subdivisions 
of 
the 
state may exempt not less than 
$300(1 of the value of resident’s 
homestead of all persons 65 
years of age or older from ad 
valorem taxes under certain 
conditions. 
Presently 
the consitutional 
homestead exemption from ad 
valorem taxes stands at $3(XX) 
and is applicable to both state 
and county taxes This proposal 
would extend the homestead 
exem ption 
by 
allowing 
a 
county, 
city, town, 
school 
district or other political sub­ 
division of the state to make a 
like exemption. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that the ad valorem tax is 
the basic 
form 
of taxation 
supporting local governmental 
units 
and 
the 
present 
homestead exemption gives no 
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relief, as neither the state nor 
county taxes compare to any 
degree with the burden of local 
taxation. 
Opponents of the amendment 
say that this would be a sub 
stuntial reduction in revenue to 
local government and school 
districts and again violates the 
principal 
ot 
equality 
and 
uniformity in taxation while 
special 
programs 
that 
exist 
today to aid our elderly citizens 
dim inish the need tor the 
protection of the homestead. 
AMENDMENT NO. 7 
Amending 
\rticle I of the 
Texas C onstitution by adding a 
new Section 3a to provide that 
equality under the law shall not 
be denied or abridged because 
of a person's sex, race, color, 
creed or national origin 
Tile present constitution does 
not 
specifically 
prohibit 
discrimination but the equal 
protection clause of the four­ 
teenth amendment to the I nited 
States Constitution prohibits a 
state Irom legislating different 
treatment to persons placed by 
a statute into different classes 
on the basis of a criteria wholly 
unrelated to the objective of the 
statute. 
Proponents say that there is 
still substantial discrimination 
and that only a constitutional 
change 
prohibiting 
such 
discrimination can effectively 
change the status quo. 
Opponents 
argue 
that 
the 
proposed 
amendment 
is 
not 
n ecessary 
because 
all

I-and Office, Secretary of State 
and certain statutory state 
offices. 
There have been four-year 
terms for certain constitutional 
offices of the state of Texas in 
the past, 
flowerer the con­ 
stitution of 1876 fixed the term s 
at 
two

stitutional offices 
Proponents of the four-year 
term argue that officials would 
have an opportunity to grasp 
the operation of the job and be 
more efficient in it before they 
were forced to go back into 
cam paigns 
for 
re-election. 
Thirty-nine states have four- 
year terms for governor in­ 
cluding 
several 
of our 
im ­ 
mediate sister states. The need 
for 
long ran g e plans 
and 
programs are effectively th­ 
warted by a system of two-year 
terms. 
Opponents of the amendment 
point out that long terms of 
office lead to corruption. That 
too much power is inherent in 
long terms and they make the 
official less responsive to the 
rise and fall of public opinion. 
AMENDMENT NO. 9 
Amending 
Article 
XVI, 
Sections 33 and 40, of the Texas 
Constitution to exempt direc­ 
tors of soil and water con­ 
servation 
districts 
from 
prohibitions against dual office 
holding and dual compensation. 
Presently any public official 
is prohibited by the state con­ 
stitution from 
holding more 
than one office in state, local or 
federal government. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that in the less populous 
areas of the state there is a 
shortage of qualified people to 
hold responsible positions and 
the amendment would increase 
the 
available 
manpower 
by 


permitting public officials to fill 
them. 
Opponents of the amendment

prohibitions were intended to

AMENDMENT NO. I O 
A m ending 
A rticle 
XVII, 
Section I of the Texas Con­ 
stitution to revise provisions on 
the time of proposing am end­ 
ments to the state constitution 
and the time and method of 
publishing 
notice 
of 
the 
proposed amendment. 
The proposals involve two 
basic changes. Presently, the 
constitution 
can 
only 
be 
amended by a resolution sub­ 
mitted in the regular biennial 
session. The amendment would 
permit 
constitutional 
am end­ 
ments to be considered by any 
session of the legislature. The 
second phase of the amendment 
deals with the m a n n e r of 
publication 
of 
proposed 
am end m ents. P re sen tly , the 
full text must be published four 
times in one paper in each 
county. The new requirement 
would require only a sum m ary 
statement in explanation of the 
amendment to be 
published 
twice in every newspaper that 
qualified for publication of 
official notices. 
Proponents argue that

would 
perm it 
greater flexibility in the sub­ 
mission of the amendments and 
provide better information to 
the general electorate as to 
what they were voting on. 
Opponents of the amendment 
insist that basic changes should 
be considered carefully and a 


thirty-day special session would 
not 
provide enough time for 
proper 
consideration 
of 
proposed amendments. 
They 
argue that to permit an in­ 
terpretation made by an official 
to be voted on instead of the 
actual 
am endm ent 
is 
a 
dangerous practice and also 
that 
the 
new 
method 
of 
publication would probably cost 
more. 
AMENDMENT NO. ll 
Amending Article IV, Section 
17, of the Texas Constitution on 
adding a new Section 24a to 
Article III to provide a salary of 
$22,500 for the Lt. Gov ernor and 
the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 
Historically, the Lt. Governor 
who presides over the Senate 
and is a state-wide elective 
officer and the Speaker of the 
House who presides over the 
House of Representatives and is 
elected by the membership of 
the House of Representatives 
have been compensated on the 
same basis as other members of 
the House of Representatives 
and Senate. This means that 
each presently draws an annual 
salary of $4800 per year. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that the leadership and 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
a b i l i t y 
demanded of presiding officers 
puts these offices in the same 
relative importance as other 
full-time state officials and they 
should be so compensated. Over 
the past few years the jobs of 
both presiding officers of the 
respective houses have become 
full time job. 
Opponents of the amendment 
argue that the Speaker of the 
House should not receive the 
same amount of salary as the 
Lt. Governor as he is not elected 
on a state-wide basis but is 
selected by the members of the 
House of Representatives. 


AMENDMENT NO. 12 
Amending 
Article 
XVI, 
Sections 33 and 40 of the Texas 
Constitution to allow state 
employees and certain other 
persons 
to 
serve 
on 
the 
governing bodies of school 
districts without forfeiting their 
state salary, and otherwise to 
revise generally the restrictions 
on dual office holding and duel 
compensation. 
The proposal broadens the 
exemption from the prohibition 
of 
dual 
office 
holding 
and 
compensation for non-elected 
employees. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that in some cities, school 
districts or other governmental 
subdivisions state employees 
are a large percentage of the 
population and the amendment 
would allow these persons to 
serve on 
city 
councils 
and 
school boards in such com­ 
m unities without sacrificing 
their state salaries. 
Opponents insist that there is 
sufficient number of qualified 
citizens in any community to fill 
local offices and that service in 
two capacities would result in 
heavy work loads prohibiting 
the public em ployee 
from 
giving his full abilities in his 
state job. 


AMENDMENT NO. 13 
Increasing the maximum 
interest rate which may be 
borne by certain bonds issued 
under constitutional authority 
by adding a new Section 65 to 
Article IIL 
A number of provisions of the 
T exas Constitution place a 
maximum limit on the amount 
of interest which m ay be 
prescribed by certain public 
agencies for bonds they issue. 
Most of theses limits are set at 
less than 5 percent and the 
present prevailing rate of in­ 
terest which can be sold is 
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higher than maximum interest 
rates set by the constitution. 
The proposal would permit such 
bonds to be sold with maximum 
interest rates not to exceed a 
weighted annual interest rate of 
6 percent. 
Proponents of the amendment 
argue that its adoption would 
permit certain state and local 
agencies now under restrictions 
to compete for sale of their 
bonds in the open market on an 
even footing with other entities. 
Opponents argue that in­ 
creasing the constitutional limit 
would provide higher interest 
rates and therefore 
require 
more revenues to pay off the 
bonded indebtedness, and would 
encourage various agencies to 
rely even 
m ore upon 
the 
creation of bonded indebtedness 
as a means of financing future 
needs. 


AMENDMENT NO. 14 
Amending Article VII of the 
Texas Constitution by adding a 
new Section 6b to permit the 
com m issioner's court of a 
county to reduce the county 
permanent 
school 
fund 
and 
provide for per scholastic 
distribution and 
use of the 
money obtained from 
this 
reduction. 


Proponents argue that many 
school 
districts 
need 
new 
facilities and lack funds to 
finance them . 
Som e 
have 
already inssued bonds to the 
statutory limits and others have 
reluctant 
electorates 
who 
repeatedly refuse the issuance 
of new bonds. 
Opponents 
argue 
that 
a 
reduction in the funds would 
reduce the incom e to the 
available school fund 
and 
therefore create a need for a 
larger state expenditure in the 
support of education.

pay any better than we pay. 
Amendment number 3 calls for all 
Justices of the Peace to be paid on a 
salary basis rather than on a fee 
basis. Personally we do not like the 
idea of a JP getting a cut out of every 
fine any more than we would for the 
Highway Patrolman to get a cut. 
Amendment number 8 provides for 
a four-year term of office for most 
statew id e offices. The four-year 
terms seem to be working pretty well 
at the county and district level and we 
feel that these off icials could get more 
done if they don’t spend all of their 
time campaigning. 
The fourth in this group of am end­ 
ments is number ll and it would 
provide a salary of $22,500 for the 
Lieutenant Governor and the Speaker 
of the House. Both of these jobs are 
full-time and at the present they are 
only drawing $4,800 a year. 
Two of the amendments would 
permit more people to serve in public 
office. 
Number 
9 
would 
exempt 
directors of Soil and Water Con­ 
servation Districts from prohibition 
a g ain st dual office holding and 
amendment number 12 would exempt 
state employees from the same ban. 
At the present time these people can 
not serve on city councils, school 
boards or other such civic posts. 
We notice that the WTCC and others 
are opposing this last am endm ent 
because they feel that if a state 
employee is doing his job properly he 
should not have time for another job. 
This is ridiculous. All of our coun­ 
cilmen and board m embers hold 
down full time jobs and still find time 
to serve and we don’t see why a state 
employee could not do the same. 
Two two other amendments we 
favor are number IO which would 
permit amendments to be passed 
during a special session and change 
the method of informing the public, 
and number 13 which would increase 
the maximum interest rates on bonds. 
Just in the last few years there have 
been times when it would have been to 
the public’s interest to submit an 
amendment to the voters out of a 
special session. Under our present 
system of informing the public about 
the amendments you have to have 
access to all of the papers in the 
county to get a copy of each of the 
amendments.

Too Much for Haskell 


The fleet-footed running of 
Sophomore Halfback Johnny 
Jones, combined with a hard­ 
hitting Pied Piper defense was 
too much for the Haskell In­ 
dians Frida'' night as the Pipers 
“up-set” their second District 6- 
AA opponent in two weeks, 20- 
12, This was the first Hamlin 
victory over a Haskell team 
since a 13-6 win in 1966. 
Johnny showed his speed to 
the Haskell fans in Indian 
stadium Friday night as he 
carried the ball 23 times for 200 
yards and three touchdowns. He 
scored on runs of 67, 12 and IO 
yards. 
The Pipers defense that 
seemed to find itself against 
Winters last week, proved that 
it was “for real” as it made 
three goal line stands, held the 
talented Jackie Young to 78 
yards in 21 carriers and gave up 
only 9 rushing yards in the 
entire second half. 
The Pipers put their defense 
to the test in the opening 
minutes of the game as they 
fumbled the opening kickoff to 
the Indians on the Hamlin 20. In 
four plays the Indians owned a 
first down on the Hamlin 9, but 
on fourth down and needing 3, 
Young was hit hard and fum­ 
bled across the goal line and out 
of the end zone to give the 
Pipers the ball on their own 20. 
On a mixup in the backfield, 
Milton Jones scrambled for 12 
yards and a first down on 
Hamlin’s

play 
from “ 
scrimmage. On the next play. 
Johnny hit into the line for a 
one-yard gain and then on the 
next play he turned the corner 
on the Haskell defense and 
simply outraced everyone to the 
goal line. The play, down the 
right side line, was good for 67 
yards. Steve McKissack kicked 
the point after. 
But it did not take long for the 
Indians to show why they were 
picked the district favorites as 
they returned the kickoff back 
to their own 46 and then took 
just three plays to score. 
Quarterback Cobb picked up the 
first seven yards and then 
Fullback Alexander ripped off 
27 more. Alexander was the 
leading ball carrier for Haskell 
for the night with 112 yards in 16 
carries. With a first down on 
the Hamlin 20, Young raced in 
to score. The kick for the point 
after missed and the Pipers still 
owned a slim one-point lead. 
This lead was short-lived 
however, as the Pipers failed to 
gain a first down at the Indian 
37 and punted. The ball rolled 
dead at the Indian IO yard line 
and a half-the-distance penalty 
put the Indians back on their 5. 
It took the Indians 12 plays to 
go the 95 yards to pay dirt on 
the running of Young and 
Alexander and the passing of 
Cobb. Alexander scored from 
the nine. Cobb tried to pass for 
the two-pointer but it

deflected by a Hamlin defender. 
With a minute and 15 seconds 
of the first period still on the 
clock, the Pipers took the 
kickoff at their 20 and opened a 
drive that used just four plays to 
cover the 80 yards.

24, but lost the ball on a fumble 
at the Haskell 29. 
The Indians seemed to be 
threatening to score again late 
in the second period as they 
completed a pass deep in Piper 
territory only to have the 
receiver fumble after being hit 
by Joe Mayes.
